{Co.Tespondance of the Albany Evening Tim##.J 
C astleton, June 3, 11*72. 
I have just returned from a very pl<'a.«ftnt 
vigil to Camp Green, the shad nursery of the 
State, under tho control of the commissioner? 
of fisheries, and the supervision of the well 
known pisciculturist, Seth Croon. 
The place 
is located about two miles below the village, 
on the right bank of the Hudson, ami at a 
point secluded from general observation by a 
low island, which nfforJ* protection from the 
wash of passing steamers, and gives to the 
hatching ground its requisite calmness. 
Upon 
my arrival at Camp Green, (Hie home of th'* 
men engaged in the work of catching and 
spawning the shad,) I was very cordially re­ 
ceived by Hr. Monroe Green, who, in his 
brother's absence, lias charge of tin* establish­ 
ment, and wiio heartily tendered me the hos­ 
pitalities of the place, and readily furnished 
the information I n**iuired relative to their 
m<pli<»ojicramli. 
From him I learned that 
TUT. SHAD NURSERY 
was commenced four years ago. in conformity 
with an aet of the State legislature, which pro­ 
dded for the I letter protection of fish, upjioint- 
ed a commission of fisheries, and made it com­ 
pulsory upon 
fishermen 
to 
use 
larger 
meshed nets than had 
heretofore 
been 
used. 
At that time the Hudson river was com­ 
paratively barren of shad, they were held ut 
high prices, and well founded fears were en­ 
tertained that unless something was done the 
supply would shortly tie exhausted. 
I pen the 
appointment of the commissioners, consist!!) 
of Horatio Seymour, George (i. Cooper aud 
R. It. Roosevelt, Mr. Seth Green was engaged 
and set at work to restock the Hudson. 
He 
at once commenced his labors, and has con 
tinned to propagate shad ever duce; how well 
he lias succeeded may be inferred from Hic 
fact Unit tiiis fish, which four years ago sold as 
high as forty dollars a hundred, have been 
purchased tins year for two dollars a hundred 
Then only those in gin si circumstances could 
afiord to eat this toothsome food; now it 
within reach of the humblest. 
Mr. Green Ila* 
hatched and set free nearly fifty million of shad 
fry, yet to do this, he has had 
NUMEROUS DIFFICULTIES 
to contend aguiuet. 
The fishermen, afraid 
that their business w ould be interfered w ith by 
his making shad plentiful, aud therefore cheap 
put all the olietacles they could in his way to 
prevent his success. They would come at 
night und upset his hatching I loxes, refuse to 
work for him, und annoy him in various other 
ways; but ogain.-l ail drawbacks Im managed 
to fulfill his mise iou to the benefit und satis­ 
faction of every person in the State. 
There is 
every pros]lect thai this year Mr. Greeu will 
give to the waters of the Hudson from twelve 
to 
FIFTEEN MILLIONS OF FRY, 
which will make the river so rich in this res­ 
pect that sbud von be caught, and shipped to 
the interior of the State, and then sold at 
large profit for ten or twelve cents apiece. 
HOW TUE FISH ARE TAKEN. 
The fish are taken by seine at night. 
The 
ova is gently pressed from the female (if ready 
for spawning) into a pan of water kept iu gen 
tie motion. 
Care is taken not to injure the 
shad before spawning it. Tile male shad is 
made to evolve sufficient milt to impregnate 
the eggs, which seem instantly to lose their 
opacity and become globules of more than dou­ 
ble their unimpreguated size. 
From the pans 
they go to the hutching box—a contrivance of 
Mr. Green's, being a simple woollen box of 
fifteen by twenty-two inches, bottomed with 
wire cloth, with large floaters ut their side— 
so placed that tile tidal current will keep the 
eggs In constant motion, for if they were per­ 
fectly stationary the spaw ii would settle at the 
bottom, a tiling fatal to the life of tho ova. 
Iii warm weather it takes only three days 
for the spawn to hatch, but at the present 
time, when the temperature of the water is but 
sixty-eight or seventy degrees, six or seven 
days are required for the purpose. 
I went tu t 
to see the spawn in the hatching boxes, at 
their diligent stages. 
Those that were caught 
the night previous gave little appearance of 
animation or life, simply an egg with an inside 
yolk; those two days old were far different, no 
yolk was to be seen, bul a living thing, hardly 
discernable will) the naked eye, was pecking 
st the shell constantly, endeavoring to break 
out; those three days old had burst from Hic 
shell and were moving about in thousand*; 
four days old they were larger, and so on until 
they were ready to lie set free. 
From this last 
box I took a large dipper full of the fry, and 
Ly permission of Mr. Green, set them at lib- 
ert>- 80 helping to stock the Hudson river. 
CAM? ORBEN. 
Upon our return to shore after inspecting 
Etching boxes, preparations were com­ 


menced for dinner, and I had an opportunity 
to wander around Camp Green and look at the 
manner of out-door life. There were but two 
tents, one the sleeping apartment and the 
other the sitting room during rainy weather, 
Tor when it is fine they sit and eat out of doors, 
cooking at a camp fire and dlniogfrom a table 
built under the shade of a tree. 
A running 
spring of clear, cold w ater, is behind their 
tents, and wood is plentiful to build their 
fires. 
They live there as happy as lords, to all 
appearances, and say they prefer it vastly to 
any house life. 
Dinner was announced, and 
we eat down to the meal on home-made chairs 
and stools. 
It w as very novel to me, that din­ 
ner, but I enjoyed it hugely. Everything about 
tile table was of Hie most primitive character, 
the knives and forks, the tin plates, and the 
receptacles for sugar, butter, etc., but the 
cooking was excellent, such as would put 
many housewives to shame. 
They had shad 
for dinuer, and upon my remarking that it was 
a wonder they did not tire of a fish they saw 
so much of. I was assured that, on (he con­ 
trary, they preferred it to any other dish one 
could name. 
They oat it three times a day, 
and although once or twice fresh meat was 
cooked for a change, very little of it was eaten, 
all much preferring their favorite shad. “ We 
cook it all kinds of ways,” said lie whom they 
called Marcellus, as he placed the half of a 
four pound fish on my plate, “ we bake, steam, 
boil and fry, but this way of cooking (boiling) 
lays over’em all." And I bedote him, for 
never did I eat a more delicious morsel, a very 
large morsel by the way, and when that was 
finished, like Oliver Twist, I asked for mon*. 
The potatoes were well done, tho salt pork 
fried to a turn, and the coffee most excellent; 
indeed, nothing could have been improved up­ 
on. 
They ex[»ect Gov. iiottman to visit the 
camp during the season, and if he is treated 
as well as it was my fortune to lie, he may be 
confident of a |ileasant time during his sojourn 
among them.

manipulated at once, the eggs being left to 
stand a short time till tin* impregnation is per 
looted, which is known by their increasing in 
size, and then the fecundated eggs are deposi 
ted in the spawning boxes. 
Of course, if suf 
flciont spawn cannot be obtained, the results 
must tie limited ; but in a few years it 
hoj>ed that tile Asheries will be so improved 
(hut 500,000,010 of fry will lie artificially 
batched, when the yield will defy diminution 
by ail the engines of destruction that the wit 
of man can devise. To eliect this, tile coin 
nuAsionere again impress on tho legislature 
the necessity of paa-ing the act, which is given 
in the appendix, to establish a weekly close 
time, and forbid all netting of shall from Sat­ 
urday night till Monday morning. This will 
give the breeders a chance to reach the up|K*r 
waters, where they can alone hatch their 
young, aud which nature has told them it is 
necessary for them to reach, and w ill supply 
thorn* engaged in artificial cultivation the ma­ 
terials to work with. Such a measure as this, 
which the commissioners have urged in all 
their reports, no longer meets with the oppo­ 
sition of the fishermen, who are most anxious 
that something should be done to save them 
from the ruin which the superior energy and 
good sense of the New Englanders threaten to 
inflict upon them. 
Without this statute they 
will have to relinquish their employment en 
tire))’, for the unaided fisheries of the Hudson 
can no longer compete with the stimulated 
and extended fisheries of tho Connecticut 
Their views are given more at large in the 
statement of Mr. Charles Riley, w ho was en­ 
gaged to ins;lect the Hudson and whose report 
is given in full in the appendix, where wilt 
also be found a detailed account of each duy’s 
take of shad, aud the conditions arid tempera­ 
ture of the water. 
A few of the young fry 
were turned loose in the Genesee river, in order 
to try an experiment and see if they would 
become acclimatized, and if the migralion 
from the river to the lake and back would sat­ 
isfy the anadromous necessities of their na­ 
ture. 
Only about 15,000 wen* distributed iii 
that way. 


Another experiment was made, by permis­ 
sion of the New York commissioners, but at 
the ex|K*ii»o of the commissioners of fisheries 
of the state of California, to introduce shad 
into the Pacific ocean where they had hereto­ 
fore been utterly unknow n. 
Mr. Seth Greeu 
was snipped for -Ahi* purjioRe, and the fry 
were taken from the establishment on the 
Qudsou. 
Tim undertaking seemed almost hopeless, 
aud our most exiieriericed fish culturing pre­ 
dicted that it must prove a failure, a conclu­ 
sion which, we are free ta confess, ail our con­ 
fidence in Mr. Green's knowledge and skill 
failed to remove. 
Three thousand mile# of 
land had to lie crossed, most of It over a sec­ 
tion of the country nearly destitute of water. 
It was a trip by railroad with little opportunity 
to stop for a resting spell if that were neces­ 
sary. 
And all this with a fish that is so ex­ 
ceedingly delicate it can hardly be kept in 
confinement. 
The attempt, indeed, seemed 
desperate, but, contrary to all expectations, it 
was a triumphant success.

K in g sto n , June 1st, 1872 
History is repeating itself in tin* events of 
the present, happening iii this country. 
Pres­ 
ident Grant uttered a truth when lie declared 
that the be-t method of securing the re|M>al of 
a bad law was found in its faithful and com­ 
plete execution, the disgust of the people 
thereby becoming aroused against it. 
The 
theory upon which this assertion is founded, 
is that enormities which are committud by 
officials will work out either a peaceful or vio­ 
lent revolution which shall wipe from the 
statute book enactments that disgrace it.— 
Notwithstanding election laws and military 
domination have been tried to smother every 
protest of the masses through the ballot box, 
there are unmistakable indications that popu­ 
lar protests will be expressed and in tho most 
emphatic manner. 
Tho Cincinnati Conven­ 
tion, whatever its result, is one protest. 
The 
independent stand taken by Trumbull. Schurz, 
Sumner, Alcorn and other anti-administration 
leaders, from various reasons, are others, i 
Whatever 
may bo their peculiar views all 
unite in demanding the redemption of the 
country from the etlects of centralization, dis­ 
honesty and unconstitutional legislation.— 
No far seeing eye was required to prophesy this 
result, and it is a mutter of congratulation on 
the part of all patriots that Hie effect so cer­ 
tain to follow the reign of anarchy and tyranny 
promises so well to spring from an exercise of 
the sovereign right of the people at the ballot 
box rather than from the forced horrors of 
another war.
